S enator Nelson made his re­ 
m ark during the crossexam ination by 
Mr. Brandeis of E lm er E. Todd, U nit­ 
ed States district attorney of Seattle, 
Wash., the first witness called by the 
defense. 
W hite and shaking with anger, Mr, 
Brandeis shouted: 
“Mr. Chairm an. I 
resent the im putation that I have at 
any time attem pted to deceive this 
committee. 
I subm it th at the chair­ 
m an's rem arks ghoul*! be w ithdraw n.” 
"I 
won't 
w ithdraw it.” responded 
Senatir Nelson, with almost as much 
heat as Mr. Brandeis displayed. 
Refuses to W ithdraw Charge. 
“I think tile chairm an should w ith­ 
draw the rem ark ,” interjected R epre­ 
sentative Graham . 
"B e won’t,” reiterated Senator N el­ 
son. 
"Then.” R epresentative G raham re­ 
joined, "I move th at it is the sense of 
the com m ittee that the chairm an s re­ 
m arks should be withdrawn. 
T his is 
not the first tim e that the chairm an 
has reflected on Mr. Brandeis. and I 
for one wish it a m atter of record th at 
he does not reflect the opinion of the 
com m ittee.'' 
R epresentatives McCall and Olmsted 
at once protested against the motion 
being put to the committee.

ponding period of 1909. 
T here was an excess of $8,544,440 of 
ordinary receipts over ordinary dis 
b a s e m e n ts during March, in conse­ 
quence of which the deficit for 191u 
now 
is only $16,050,310, as against 
$F)8 470,59* to the corresponding date 
last year. The tre a su ry ’! working bal­ 
au* e is $29,867,600. the largest it has 
been for some time. 
For the tim e being Secretary Mac 
Veagh is not concerning himself with 
the question of the issue of bonds to 
recoup the treasury balances in th** 
m atter of ordinary expenditures. The 
total balance in the general Rind of 
the tresury 1s $88,885,266. 
The public debt increase shows a 
net increase lo governm ent obligations 
for March of $1,795,542, and cash in 
the treasury $1,707,397,459.

Provided 
For and the 
Regulation 


Features A re Retained. 


W ashington. April 2.—The admin!* 
tration railroad bill stripped of many 
of its original features, but still pro­ 
viding for the creation of a commerce 
court end the regulation of railway 
agreements, consolidations, securities, 
rates and routes, all as am endm ents 
to the interstate com merce law, was 
reported to th e house by the inter­ 
state com merce committee. 
The bill was introduced by Repre­ 
sentative Townsend, of Michigan, on 
Jan IO. 
The majority report says: 
'The Hepburn law of 190C vastly 
Improved the law providing for regu 
latlve control over railroad corpora­ 
tions engaged in interstate or foreign 
com m erce and much 
enlarged 
the 
scope of the auf ho; tty conferred upon 
the interstate com m erce commission. 
Experience gained through execution 
of the law shows that so m e important 
m atters which should be th** subject 
of governmental control are not now 
within the scope of authority hereto­ 
fore conferred on the commission. 
“The original act to regulate com 
merce was exceedingly Important, the 
Hepburn law was of still greater Im 
portance, but the proposition* Involv­ 
ed In the substitute bill reported by 
your com mittee are of even greatt*r 
Importance. While they do not impose 
undue burdens upon the railroads of 
the country or unduly Interfere with 
the power of the railway managers for 
the proper operation of the roads, yet 
they do confer upon the shipping pub 
lie and the people at large benefits of 
trem endous value.” 
Centralize E x istin g Authority. 
Referring to the commerce court, 
covered In the first three sections of 
the bill, the report says It is proposed 
to centralize the existing authority 
and Jurisdiction of circuit courts In 
on* com merce court, but without en­ 
larging euch Jurisdiction or authority. 
The present jurisdiction of the United 
States courts to set aside Interstate 
com merce commission orders is be­ 
lieved by many to be limited to the 
determlnaMon of jurisdictional facts 
and to the question of confiscation by 
the taking of property without due 
compensation. 
Som e Prohibition*. 
An inhibition against purchase or 
lease of capital stock of a directly or 
aubstantiaily competitive railroad or 
w ater line is made in section twelve, 
which also prohibits the same person 
serving on com peting directorates. It 
permits any corporation desiring to 
acquire 
Interest in another similar 
corporation to make 
a 
preliminary 
agreement and the n file a petition with 
the comm- rec cr ort for permission to 
carry out the agreem ent. 
The com 
mittoe. however, la considering report 
log a com mittee am endment to have 
the petition flied with the commission 
instead of with the commerce court 
Railway security propositions 
are 
embodied in th e concluding sections 
They prohibit railroads from issuing 
iinv stock or bonds except upon appli­ 
cation to the commission, which is to 
specify 
the 
respective 
am ounts 
of 
stocks, bonds, etc., authorized to be 
issued for the respective purposes to 
which the proceeds are to he applied 
and stating th e price— their reason 
able value— at which such securities 
may be sold. 
The commission is authorized to is 
•ue certificates in relation to stocks 
and 
bends 
and 
penalize officers or 
stockholders who assent to prohibited 
Issues. 
R ates F or Hauls. 
Common carriers are authorized to 
enter 
into 
agreem ents 
specifying 
f**Vght 
classification 
and 
passenger 
and 
freight 
transportation 
charges, 
notw ithstanding existing laws, includ­ 
ing the Sherm an anti-trust law, lf a 
copy of th e agreem ent in form and de­ 
tail prescribed by the commission is 
filed with that 
body within tw enty 
days after it is made and at least 
thirty days before the classification or 
charge goes into effect. The com mis­ 
sion, however, is vested with full au­ 
thority in the m atter and may suspend 
their taking effect. 
Other sections of the bill forbid re­ 
bates. enlarge the scope of complaints, 
authorize th e commission to establish 
through routes and joint classifica­ 
tions and rates, though exempting wa­ 
ter traffic and street electric passen­ 
ger railways not engaged in general 
freight business and call for reason­ 
able facilities, representation In court 
proceedings, etc.

fabrication and as an exploitation of 
an archaeological fraud for purely sen­ 
sational purpose*. The paper, which 
wa* on the "latest addition to the 
Babylonian literature of the deluge 
story," wa* 
presented by Professor 
George A Barton, of Bryn Maw; m l 
Ie ,*>. Ho took tip In detail the contin 
tion* of Professor Hilprecht and shew 
ed thnt they were fallacious in every 
particular. 


Age of Tablet Incorrect. 


“To those who knew Professor 11 i I- 
p rfrh t.” said 
Professor Barton, 
an 
elaborate refutation of his theories 
will lie unnecessary. Nevertheless. I 
hope to show 
that 
his statem ents 
about the tablet are not only Incorrect 
as regards Interpretation, absolutely 
wrong a* regards the alleged age to 
which he attributes them and totally 
of 
no 
siguifiiance 
from a Biblical 
standpoint." 
Dr. Barton said t hat the scholarship 
which Professor Hilprecht manifested 
In his translation of the text of his 
tablet was hardly worthy of a first 
year student in Hebrew, and that the 
restorations which he made in the 
case of filling In broken lines were 
purely conjectural 
am ididnt ions 
and 
that the chances of his Interpretations 
being correct, were only about one in 
a hundred. 
"W hile occasionally his translation 
of a line is sound.” continued Dr Bar­ 
ton. “his drawing inurn his imagination 
in filling out the broken linen was en 
tirely too free." 


H a s No Scientific Value. 


"In the second place, Dr. Hilprecht 
claims that the tablet 
wa* written 
si im* tim e Inn ween 2137 and 2005 B 
C. Any student of the Oriental lan­ 
guages could tell from even a casual 
examination that the dialect in which 
the tablet is written 
belongs to a 
wholly later pc-riod. and that Instead 
of the real date of the tablet be n® 
that of the time alleged. It really bo 
longs several centuries later. 
Thus 
even lf the Interpretation bad been 
correct, the tablet is of no scientific 
value, alm e it bedung* to a period sev 
eral centuries after that on which it 
is alleged lo throw historical light 
"At the time of the exploitation of 
this wonderful discovery in the public 
pres* and its accefWanee by an un- is 
pet ting public. Biblical scholar* were 
eager to see the tablet, and their de 
sire was readily gratified by Professor 
Hilprecht, 
who 
willingly 
furnished 
copies both of the tablet and the pant 
phlet which he boated upon It to all 
who desired. 
Ail who have examined 
the tablet. I think, will agree with me 
in my contention that it I* purely a 
fraud 
A valid indictment of it could 
be based upon any one of the three 
counts which I have enum erate! " 


Scientists Uphold Dr. Barton. 


At the conclusion of Dr 
Barton’s 
paper an animated discussion was en 
gaged in by Professor Paul Haupt. of 
Johns Hopkins university, and by Pro­ 
fessor Albert T. Clay, of Yale unlver 
slty. 
Both upheld iii every pa ticular 
the argum ents of Professor Batton. 
"It is a very sad occurrence.” said 
Professor Haupt, "and 
I deplore It 
very much. 
Besides reflecting upon 
Dr. Hilprecht. I am afraid that it will 
cast aspersion upon the fair name of 
the University of Pennsylvania, under 
whose 
authority the 
pamphlet 
uhs 
published.”

Danger in Overeating. 


A fter learning of tb e Im p ortan ce of 
proteid foods the Hist conclusion may­ 
be th a t they should form the g re ate r 
p art of the diet and should largely 
com pose tbe dally bill of fare.

of the body functions.

th a t is. too liberal an allow ance 
of m eat. Hsn, eggs, cheese, etc., in the 
m eals will clog the sy stem w ith urea, 
throw too m uch w ork on th e kidneys 
in th eir effort to c a rry off this tiual 
product In th e digestion of proteid. 
I’oo m uch proteid in the d iet Induces 
rh e u m a tism 
and 
sim ilar 
disorders. 
W hen too m uch tat, or c arb o h y d rate .
